TAMMANY WILL WIN. 


THE TIGER HAS A GOOD GRIP ON 
THE CITY. 


But the Chances Are Favorable to 
‘ghe Republicans in the 


State. 


New York, November 4.—(Special.)—To- 
morrow will witness one of the greatest 
political battles ever fought in the his- 
tory of New York state. Tonight both 
sides are resting on their laurels and as 
usual both sides are claiming a clean vic- 
tory. 

The true state of the situation seems 
to be this: Tammany will carry their city 
and county ticket, the republicans will 
have a victory in the state and will get 
control of both the houses in the legis- 
lature. 

From all indications Warner 8S. Miller 
will be the next United States senator from 
the state of New York. This is all brought 


| about by..@ deal between Tammany and 


Tom Piatt. Hill is being sacrificed by his 
party. “The democrats hdve abandoned 
their state ticket and will devote all their 
energy and money to carrying the city. 
They will succeed in this, too, but the 
chances ip the state are unfavorable. 

The excise question will be the cause 
of Tammany’s victory. The republicans 
have been killed by the actions of the re- 
formers who are now in power. But 
throughout the state the democrats are 
thoroughly demoralized. 

Tammany. leaders tonight claim 50,000 ma- 
jority :n the county. The republicans con- 
cede them a majority but say it will not 
reach as high as this... The republicans 
claim the state and the democrats, with 
a great deal of hesitancy, dispute this. 
They say they “think” they will get a ma- 
jority down to the river but are not half 
so bold in their estimates as their oppo- 
nents. The legislature is undoubtedly 
Platts’s. He said tonight theat the republi- 
cans would have an overwhelming major- 
ity in both houses. At the state demo- 
cratic headquarters it was said: ““‘We be- 
lieve we will get a majority in both 
houses.”” The leaders are not as confident 
as is believed. Summed up, the most prob- 
able result is that the state will go as fol- 
lows, giving Tammany the city and the re- 
publicans both houses of the legislature: 
secretary of state, Horatio King, demo- 
crat: comptroller, James A. Roberts, re- 
publican; treasurer, Allison B. Calvin, re- 
publican; attorney general, Theo A. Han- 
cock, republican; associate judge of the 
court of appeals, C. E. Martin, republican; 
state engineer, C. W. Adams, republican. 

David B. Hill,-in an interview tonight, 
said: “From our reports it looks as though 
by the means of the city that we would 
carry the state. We are assured nothing 
but hope to get a majority in both the 
senate and assembly.” 

Not Much Betting. 

New York, November 4.—The betting on 
the result of. the election is very light at 
the hotels and in sporting circles tonight. 
Rut few betting men who wished to wager 
their money were about the Fifth Avenue

SPLIT IN THE A. P. A.’S. 


The President of the Ohio Branch

Columbus, O., November 4—There is 2 
serious split in the state organization of 
the American Protective Association. It 
has resulted in the deposition of the state 
president, Charles Wilkins, of Springfield. 
D. T. Ramsey, of this city, a member of 
the state executive committee, says Presi- 
dent Wilkins was deposed by a unanimous 
vote of the committee for his attempt to 
use the order in politics. He says it was 
found that Wilkins attended the republi- 
can state convention and offered the sup-

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HARDIN IN THE LEAD 


The Democratic Thoroughbred ‘Is Coming 
Down the Homestretch at Fall Speed. 


GOLDBUGS ARE GLUM AND SULK 


They Want To See the Republican Col- 
ors Go to the Front. 


BRADLEY MAKES REMARKABLE CLAIMS 


There Is Great Enthusiasm Among the 
Democrats in the State Outside 
the Cities. 


Louisville, Ky., November 4.—(Special.)-- 
For the first time in the history of politics 
in Kentucky there will be a real contest for 
state offices tomorrow. 

Everywhere throughout the state interest 
is aroused as it has never been aroused be- 
fore, and both democrats and republicans, 
as the old saying goes, will go to the pdils 
tomorrow morning early and remain late, 
to say nothing of the prohibitionists and 
populists, The latter will poll a good vote, 
which, it is believed, will detract very ma- 
terially from that of the democratic ticket. 

In the first and second congressional dis- 
tricts Candidate Pettit, the populist nomi- 
nee for governor, is personally very popular 
and as that is the stronghold of his party 
he: will poH a good vote in these two dis- 
tricts. Both districts are very largely free 
silver, and for that reason General Hardin, 
the democratic nominee, expects to carry 
them by a majority in the neighborhood of 
12,000. His success in a very large measure 
depends on these districts, and should Pet- 
tit’s vote prove very. large, Mr. Hardin will 
have * difficult time figuring out his ma- 
jority. ‘ 

The democrats are not as sanguine a 
they have been in former years, yet the 
party leaders think they will win by a safe 
majority, although nothing like as large as 
usual, The republicans, however, say Brad- 
ley and the entire republican tickét will be 
elected by a majority of not less than 10,000. 
To foretell the result with any certainty of 
success is almost an impossibility, for the 
most conservative element of both parties 
say itis very much in doubt, The disaffec- 
tion in the democratic party is evident, 
the Cleveland goldbugs being sore over 
Hardin’s nomination. If Hardin is defeated 
it will be by the goldbugs. 

Hardin and Blackburn are both confident 
and say that despite the sulking they will 
win. 

Colonel Bradley, the republican candidate 
for governor, says he will carry the state 
by a majority not less than 10,000. He feels 
very confident of victory. He closed his 
campaign at Lancaster, his home, today to 
a large crowd. 

General Hardin will remain at his home 
in Harrodsburg, where he, too, made his 
last speech today. When asked as tothe 
outcome of tomorrow’s election he said tha 
he would come to Louisville with 25,000 m 
jority and that he thought it would about 
stand at that, as he considered the outcome 
in Louisville rather doubtful, but favorable 
to a republican majority. 

Louisville, which is democratic by about 
5,000, may go republican, as the Carlisle- 
Cleveland followers have secretly stabbed 
Hardin at every turn. The local republican 
ticket, with a democratic and citizens’ par- 
ty ticket to split the vote, may be elected, 
as it has the indorsement of the American 
Protective Association, which estimates its 
vote at 14,000. 

There is no doubt that the Carlisle fac- 
tion would be glad to see Hardin defeaited, 
but he has made a great campaign, a:nd 
with the aid of Mr. Blackburn has shelled 
the woods. Unless there is damnable treach- 
ery tomorrow Hardin will win handsomely. 


Lexington, Ky., November  4.—Senator 


Blackburn closed the state cafnpaign here 
tonight at the opera house, which was 


packed to suffocation. He proclaimed him- 
self for free silver. He said the state demo- 


cratic ticket would win by a splendid ma- 
jority. 


BOTH SIDE CLAIM OHIO. 


JIM CAMPBELL HAS BEEN MAK- 
ING IT HOT. 


Foraker and Cox, of Cincinnati, Are 
a Heavy Load for the Republi- 
cans To Carry. 


— 


Columbus, O., November 4.—(Special.)j— 
The compfidence of the democratic man- 
agers has greatly increased within the past 
twenty-four hours, but Chairman Ander- 
son declines to give out any figures on the 
result tomorrow. He claims, however, 
that ex-Governor Campbell will carry the 
state and that the legislature will be deta- 
ocratic. 

The republican fright has grown as the 
confidence of the democrats has strength- 
ened. The managers seem to feel im- 
pending disaster, but entrenched behind 
their enormous plurality of 137,000 last 
year, they are trying to show a bold front 
and affect to believe that Bushnell, Fora- 
ker’s candidate for governor, will be elect- 
ed by 60,000. That their followers, how- 
ever, are on the verge of a stampede is 
evidert from the fact that whereas two 
weeks ago they were offering money that 
Bushnell would have 60,000, tonight they 
can with difficulty be induced to bet that 
he will have 20,000 majority. 

Shrewd political observers will not be 
surprised tomorrow if Campbell shall be 
elected, nor, on the other hand, if he is 
defeated by 40,000. The uncertainty is due 
to the inability to judge of the effect of 
Campbell's exposure of the republican cor- 
ruption in the legislature, his assaults on 
Cox, the political boss of Cincinnati, and 
the extent of the republican revolt pro- 
duced. Private information from all over 
the state indicates that many of the Sher- 
man-McKinley republicans will not support 
che Foraker candidates and place in their 
hands the weapons with which to destroy 
McKinley next year. In Hamilton county, 
in which Cincinnati is situated, the demo- 
crats expect an uprising against Cox, but 
how great it will be none can accurately 
foretell. a Republican Protest. 

At the request of prominent republicats 
like Ben Butterworth, Campbell tonigit 
made two speeches in the swell suburb 
of Cincinnati. 
else will show the interse feeling among 
the better element of the republican party 
against the corrupt rule of the Foraker- 
Cox gang. The most dangerous feature 
of the situation, as far as the democrats 
are concerned, is the strength of the pop- 


This better than anything , 


year ago. Last year they polled 47,000 
votes, nine-tenths of them drawn from the 
democratic party. If their vote is reduced 
to 25.000 this year Campbell will be elected. 

Every attempt has been made to throw 
the influence of the secret organization of 
the American Protective Association, of 
which both Foraker and Bushnell are 
members, agaiust the democratic - ticket, 
and in this also there is danger. With 
all these conflicting and confusing ele- 
ments, predictions as to the result tomor- 
row are wellnigh valueless, But one thing 
can be said, no matter what the outcome 
may be: James E. Campbell, single-hand- 
ed and alone, has made the most wonder- 
ful campaign in the history of Ohio, and 
that is séying a great deal. He has arous- 
ed the democrats everywhere to the high- 
est point of enthusiasm and has waged 
the campaign against republican corrup- 
tion with such vigor and unanswerable 
arguments that the leaders of that party, 
unable te meet his assaults, have been 
driven in despair to the discussion of na- 
tional questions in which the people of 
the state this year are not interested.

What They Vote For. 

Columbus, O.. NovembeF 4.—The electors 
of Ohio will tomorrow choose a governor, 
treasurer, auditor, judgé and clerk of the 
Supreme court, lieuten@nt governor, at- 
torney general, member‘of)the state board 
of public works and a full general assem- 
bly. The election of thé Jatter ts of special] 
importance as it will elect a successor to 
Senator Brice. Se 

The campaign has nm a hot one and 
fought with unusual or on both sides. 
The republican state committee states that 
860 speeches were made Under its directions 
and fully that many Were made on the 
democratic side. Ex-Governor Campbell 
himself made fifty-fiv@ speeches. On the 
democratic side state isBfues have been ad- 
hered to and the repriblicans have been 
vigorously assailed on the ground of cor- 
ruption in the legisl re and extraya- 
gance in Governor McKinley’s administra- 
tion. Besides defending themselves from 
these charges the repubificans attacked the 
democrats upon national grounds, claim- 
ing that the question tof the return of 
Senator Brice, raised a @ational issue. Gov- 
ernor McKinley has freely embraced the 
opportunity to urge in his speeches the 
necessity of increasing the tariff rates. 

In 1892 the republicans carried the state 
by 1,072. In 1893 Governor McKinley’s plu- 
rality was 80,9%. Last year the republican 
plurality rose to the unprecedented figure 
of 137,089. 

This, however, was upon a total vote of 
776,819. In 1892 the total vote was 861,625. A 
full yote is expected tomorrow and probably 
830,000 fballots will be cast. The repub- 
licans concede that their plurality will 
drop back this year to the normal figure— 
from 15,000 to 30,000. The democrats claim 
that it will be wiped out and that ex- 
Governor Campbell will be elected by 10,- 
000. The committee chairmen will make 
no estimates, however. The democrats 
base their hope of success*ypun opposition 
within his own party to ex-Governor For- 
aker, whose factions secured control of the 
convention at Zanesville and dictated the 
nomination of General Bushnell, They ex- 
pect that the same element of the repub- 
lican party that accomplished the defeat 
of Governor Foraker six years ago will 
vote against his faction now. This hope is 
strengthened by the fact that the demo- 
crats of Cincinnati seem te be harmonious 
and that there is geheral apathy in“ the. 
western reserve, the Gibraltar of the re- 
publicans. Both parties are claiming the 
legislature. There seems to be little ground 
upon which to base an intelligent predic- 
tion as to this. 


GIVE THANKS UNTO THE LORD. 


Proclamation of the President on 
Thanksgiving. 


Washington, November 4—The custom- 
ary thanksgiving proclamation was issued 


by the president today, as follows: 

‘*S Proclamation by the President of the 
United States—The constant goodness anc 
forbearance of Almighty God, which has 
been vouchsafed to the American people 
during the year which is just past, call 
for their sincere acknowledgment and de- 
vout gratitude. To the end, therefore, that 
we may with thankful hearts extol the 
loving care of our Heavenly Father, lI, 
Grover Cleveland, president of the United 
States, hereby appoint and set apart 
Thursday, the 28th day of November, as a 
day of thanksgiving and praise, to be kept 
and otserved by all our people. On that 
day let us .forego our usual occupations, 
and in our accustomed places of worship 
join in rendering thanks to the giver of 
every good and perfect gift for the boun- 
teous returns that have rewarded our la- 
bors in the field and in the busy marts of 
trade: for the peace and order that have 
prevailed throughout the land, and for our 
protection from pestilence and dire calam- 
ity, and for other blessings that have been 
showered upon us from an open hand, 
and with our thanksgiving let us humbly 
beseech the Lord to so incline the hearts 
of our people unto Him that He will not 
leave us nor forsake us as a nation, but 
will continue to us His mercy and pro- 
tecting care, guiding us in the path of na- 
tional prosperity and happiness, imbuing 
us with rectitude and virtue and keeping 
alive within us a patriotic love for the 
free irstitutions which have been given 
to us as our national heritage. And let us 
all on the day of our thanksgiving cspe- 
cially remember the poor and needy and 
by deeds of charity let us show the sin- 
cerity of our gratitude. 

“In witness whereof I have hereunto set 
my hand and caused the seal of the 
Unitee States to be affixed. Done at the 
city of Washington, this the fourth day 
of November, in the year of our Lord 
one thousand, eight hundred and nineiv- 
five, and in the one hundred and twenii- 
eth year of the independence of the 
Jnited States.

But Ambassador Bayard Thinks Mis- 
sionaries Should Be Protected.

GENE FIELD 1S DEAD 


The End Comes Suddenly and Peacefully 
to the Gentle Poet. 


WAS BELOVED BY THOUSANDS 


Many a Heart Is Sad Because His 
Throbs No More. 


HIS LIFE SPENT IN NEWSPAPER WORK 


A Man of Many Parts, a Brilliant 
Prose Writer, a Delightful Poet 
and a Droll Humorist. 


Chicago, November 4.—Eugene Field, 
poet, journalist and story writer, died at 
his heme at Buena Park, early this morn- 
ing as the result of heart failure. ‘ 

For some days Mr. Field has been ailing, 
but it was supposed he was suffering fram 
his usual stomach troubles and on serious 
turn was anticipated. Dr. Frank Reilly, 
who was summaned this morning, pro- 
nounced the death to have been caused 
by the formation of a clot of blood in the 
heart. 

Although yesterday Mr. Field was feel- 
ing so ill that he telegraphed to Kansas 
City canceling an engagement which he 
had there for tonight, he sat up until a 
late hour chatting with Mr. Yenowine, of 
The Milwaukee [Illustrated News. Mn 
Yenowine was to have accompanied Mr. 
Field to Kansas City anf had come from 
Milwaukee for that purpose. The deceased 
was cheerful amd the two sat up until a 
late hour discussing future plans. 

Shortly before midnight Mr. Field had - 
a telegram sent to Kansas City saying that 
he would be able to come later in the week. 
Upon going to bed Mr. Field did not com- 
plain, but during the night Fred Field, the 
fourteen-year-old son of the decqgased,. 
heard his father groaning in his sleep. The 
lad thought nothing of this until nearly 
morning, when the sleeping man. groaned 
more heavily than before and then be- 
came perfectly still and quiet. Roused by 
an intuitive dread that something was 
amiss, Fred, or “Daisy,” as the family 
call him, crept out of bed and awakened 
his mother and aunts. He then went to the 
room of Mr. Yenowine, who was sleeping 
in the house, and aroused him. 

When the family reached the bedside 
they found that Eugehe Field waa no 
more. His body was lying in an easy, nate 
ural position. The heat of life had not 
yet died out and a tranquil, peaceful ex. 
pression on his face gave him the appear- 
ance of having dropped into a geritle slum- 
ber. All efforts to arouse him failed and 
Dr. Hedges, who was immediately sum- 
moned, attributed the death to heart fai}- 
ure, Mr. Field first_took to his bed last 
Thursday. Up to yesterday he had expected

A Sketch of His Life. 

Eugene Fieid, journalist and poet, was 
born in St. Louis forty-five years ago. His 
father was a lawyer and a good one, too. 
Tne father, Roswell Field, was ane of the 


counsel for Dred Scott in the famous slave 
case. Ieugene’s mother came from 
one of the old families that 
crossed to this country in the 
Mayflower, or about that time. The moth- 
er dying when Eugene was seven years old, 
he was placed in the care of a cousin, 
Mary Field French, at Amherst, Mass. 
This cousin was devoted to the Lright boy 
and he never forgot her tender, motherly 
care for him. He was educated at the uni- 
versity of Missouri. Then he went abroad 
for six months’ travel. In 1873, two years 
after returning from his European trip, he 
married Miss Julia S. Comstock, of St. Jo- 
seph. The same year he became 4 reporter 
on The St. Louis Evening Journal, and be- 
fore he had been there a year he was made 
city editor. From 1876 to 1880 he was an ed- 
itorial writer on The Times-Journal of St. 
Louis, and from there he went to The Kan- 
sas City Times as managing editor. In 
1881 he went to Denver as editcr of The 
Times of that city. Fteld had before this 
nade a reputation as @ brilliant and versa- 
tile writer, especially strong as a feuillet- 
onist, as the French would say. He had @ 
droll humor and more than that, a keen 
wit. He wrote much delicate verse but his 
passion for innocent practical jokes extend- 
ed his reputation almost ag much as his lit- 
erary work. In 1883 he accepted a position 
on The Chicago News and then he started 
that column known as “Sharps and Fiats” 
~—a column which has contained more de- 
lightful writing than any other ia any pa- 
per in America in the past eleven or twelve 
years. The year 1889-90 he spent with his 
family ijn Europe and it was a happy time 
for hi Field loved books and quaint old 
books he adored. He was a judicious col- 
lector, and his home was 2 treasure house 
of curious volumes of forgotten lore. One 
of his pets was an ax presented to him by 
Mr. Gladstone. It was one with which the 
old statesman had cut down a tree at Ha- 2 
warden, for Ficid had expressed a wish for: 
one which Mr. Giadstene had used. 4

as large as was expected, the one-third 
from the gate receipts was not sufficient 
to pay running expenses and other costs 
without largely detracting from the 
scope of the exposition. In this way an 
indebtedness of about $100,000 was in- 
curred. But during the past two weeks 
the daily gate receipts, having made 
steady gains, have been sufficient to 
more than meet the running expenses 
after the two-thirds bond guarantee was 
set aside, 

l‘ortunately for the people of Atlanta 
and the exposition Mr. Samuel M. In- 
man was the chairman of the finance 
committee, and his deep interest in the 
exposition and his love for Atlanta man- 
ifested itself in a way that speaks vol- 
umes for the noble heart which beats in 
the bosom of as brave, as true and as 
generous a man as ever lived. Wishing 
to free the exposition from its indebted- 
ness he quietly proceeded to raise a 
fund to cancel it, and without making 
a public matter of it, or even bringing it 
to the attention of the directors in meet- 
ing, he proceeded to raise the $100,000 
and headed the list with a subscription 
of $50,000 in his own name. With this 
he went to other members of the direc- 
tory, several of whom subscribed $5,000 
each and others smaller sums, and by 
last night almost the whole $100,000 was 
raised. 

What ean be said of the public spirit 

of the noble Atlantian who in one day 
accomplished this wonderful result! It 
seems that he never tires of doing good 
things and this is simply another mani- 
festation of his generous and unselfish 
character. 
The Constitution greets him, as it 
has so many times done, and in behalf 
of the people of Atlanta returns thanxs 
for his last and greatest efforts for At- 
lanta. 
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Stand by Local Option. 

The local option law has satisfactorily 
stood the test of. many years’ experience 
in Georgia and all over the union our 
state is hailed as the pioneer of this new 
system of rational and practical temper- 
ance reform. 

Other states have discarded their un- 
successful systems for the Georgia plan. 
In New York at the present time both 
parties are united in making a fight 
for local option. Maine no longer claims 
that her experiment in total prohibition 
is even a partial success, lowa years ago 
threw her oppressive prohibitory system 
with its Russian spy feature overboard 
and in South Carolina the dispensary 
law is still a fruitful source of bitter- 
ness and strife. 

Local option in Georgia was adopted 
as. a& compromise. Two-thirds of our 
counties have tried it and any county 
can try it when the people want it. The 
system has worked so admirably that 
outsiders give Georgia credit for havy- 
ing the best liquor regulations and the 
best temperance laws of any state in the 
union. 


The results of the system should sat- 
isfy any reasonable advocate of tem- 
perance reform, but there will always 
be found some good people who make 
the mistake of going to extremes. We 
have in Georgia a few reformers who 
are never satisfied unless they are at- 
tempting to accomplish what the exper- 
ience of ages has proved to be impos- 
sible, and in the present instance they 
are willing to run the risk of losing 
all the benefits of local option in their 
effort to secure the adoption of their 
favorite plan. 

If these mistaken fflends of temper- 
ance continue their present policy they 
will unsettle our present temperance 
legislation, and possibly in the dissatis- 
faction which will follow the liquor ele- 
ment will gain more power than it has 
ever had before. It will be very un- 
wise and unsafe to disturb the compro- 
mise which has been so long tacitly ac- 
cepted by both sides. Nor do these re- 
formers agree in their views. Some 
want South Carolina’s dispensary law. 
Others want the disgraced burlesque 
on prohibition which still lingers in 
Maine, and others want the system 
which Iowa had the good sense to 
abandon. 

It is to be hoped that wiser counsels 
will prevail. Local option has been 
tried with good results. It is spreading 
in other states, where it is recognized as 
the best solution of the problem. It is 
the very essence of our democratic 
theory of home rule and local govern- 
ment. Each county can settle the liquor 
question to suit itself without inter- 
fering with other counties. Under our 
present system Whitefield rules out 
liquor entirely, Fulton regulates it strict- 
ly under high license and restricted hours 
and Chatham gives it more privileges un- 
der a moderate license. Each county has 
regulations suited to its own peculiar 
conditions and the wishes of its people, 
and it does not force its own system 
upon other counties. This is reasonable 
and just. In dealing with a question like 
the saloon matter no attempt should be 
made to force an unpopular system upon 
communities which are not prepared for 
it. A premature and unpopular reform 
generally provokes resistance. 

We believe that it will best serve the 
interests of of public and _ the 
temperance cause to stand by Io 
cal option and not attempt experi- 
ments which are strongly opposed 
by a very large number of our 
people. For the next few years our en- 
ergies must be concentrated upon the 
great problems which concern our ma- 
terial prosperity and progress and we

sumptuary legislation. It is our first 
duty to pull together and build up our 
commonwealth and if possible bring no 
new issues to the front to divide our 
people. Local option has already done 
so much good that it would be well to 
try it for another generation at least be- 


fore tampering with it.

Eugene Field. 

Cutting across all the lines of love 
and life comes the news of Eugene 
Field’s death. It comes to his friends 
the country over as sudden as a light- 
ning stroke out of a clear sky. We had 
begun to think of him as a mortal who 
had gathered the robes of immortality 
about him in his own right; as a man 
who was in love with little children, 
and who was willing to stay with men 
because little children were among their 
possessions. 

But now we hear he is dead!. The 
news comes suddenly and unexpectedly. 
He died by the side of his little son, and 
it seems to be fitting that a man who 
so in love with little chil- 
should die as it were in 
the arms of his child. We can 
imagine no happier passing of any 
mortal than that he should be assisted 
out of this hampering affair we call life 
by the sustaining arms of one of his lit- 
tle children. We all know what the 
Savior said of one of these little ones 
and it seems idle now to refer to it, and 
yet it cannot be too often referred to, 
especially when we hear of the death of. 
such a large-hearted child as Eugene 
Field. 

He had promised himself 
friends here who were interested in 
him to visit Atlanta in March. His 
March never came, and now it will 
never come. 

Well for us who are left and who 
linger superfluous on the stage if some 
little child shall find us dreaming on 
some fine morning when our dreams 
are real, 
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A Good Example. 

Receiver Comer, of the Central rail- 
road, has done the right thing at the 
right time.

The heads of all tig factories and 
corporations should take Mr. Comer’s 
view that the exposition is a great edu- 
cator, and the more tucir employes see 
of it the more Valuable they will be to 
their employers, as well as to them- 
selves. 

It is a pleasure to us to commend this 
wide-awake and liberal spirit and we 
hope to see our corporations display 
more of it. It will beneiit them and give 
the exposition a largely-increased at- 
tendance, 


— 
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An Atlanta Inventor. 

One of the most interesting displays 
in the government building at the At- 
lanta exposition is the fiber exhibit. 
It will interest the people of Atlanta and 
Georgia generally to know that the chief 
contributor to that interesting depart- 
ment of Mr. Walter T. Forbes, a citizen 
of Atlanta, who has long been engaged 
in the work of preparing ramie fiber 
for the loom. 

On various occasions we have noted in 
these columns the progress Mr. Forbes 
has made in completing his invention 
for the purpose of preparing ramie fiber 
from the crude state. His work has 
been officially indorsed by the govern- 
ment to the extent of giving a prominent 
place in the exhibit to the results he has 
achieved and these are altogether out 
of the common order. 

This exhibit is paralleled abroad, for 
the work of Mr. Forbes is at this mo- 
ment displayed in the royal 
Kew Gardens, at the Haarlem 
exposition in Holland, and_e also 
in Austria. Mr. Forbes is now in 
England and every fiber process known 
to that people has been pifted against 
him. Nevertheless his process, being 
the cheapest and most effective ever in- 
vented or likely to be invented, has stood 
the test. His fiber has been spun into 
the finest yarns ever seen and has been 
woven into cloths that are as beautiful 
as those that used to come out of India. 

We have before us a sample of what 
can be done with the ramie fiber prepar- 
ed by Mr. Forbes—a napkin as lustrous 
as silk and as pliable as a picce of 
satin. This shows what can be dcne 
with ramie as the result of the Forbes 
process. 

The Atlanta exhibit is the most com- 
plete that has even been seen in this 
or any other country. It consists of 
crude fiber, refined and bleached fiber, 
combed fiber dressed in silk dressing 
machinery, fiber in the sliver and from 
the roving frame: also yarns from No. 
16 to No. 70, English counts, and weaves 
from the yarn. 

All this has required patience, perse- 
verance, courage and tact to accom- 
plish. We advise visitors to the expo- 
sition to inquire for the Forbes exhibit 
in the government building so that they 
may see what a Georgian has accom- 
plished unaided and alone. It is not an‘ 
individual exhibit at all but is presented 
under the auspices of the government 
and is therefore an official indorsement 
by the highest and most competeht au- 
thority. 

The Constitntion somewhat prides it- 
self in the fact that it was the first to 
advertise Mr. Forbes’s invention. Sev- 
eral vears ago we called attention to his 
process, but it has taken a great deal 
of natient work to convince the commer- 


cial world that his process is profitable. 
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i.cotton mill has been started 


| To succeed Is one thing, but to convince — 
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quite another. This Mr. Forbes has 
done. He has convinved the yovern- 
ment experts in this country and in 
England he has convinced those who are 
interested in textile fabrics taat bis pro- 
cess has advantages over any that has 
yet been offered to the public. 

In short, the Forbes process of treating 
ramie and other fibers has proved to be 
a commercial success and it is so recog- 
nized by those who are familiar with the 
preparation of textile fabrics for mar- 


ket. 
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Now Is the Time. 

All that We have heretofore said in 
regard to cotton manufacturing in the 
south comes to one definite end and pur- 
pose. What outside capital has done 
and proposes to do can be just as well 
done by home capital. It is true that 
home capital is not to be commanded 
in large sums but it is equally true that 
a large number of small sums are suf- 
ficient to make up an amount of capital 
that will be as useful to a community 
as a similar amount of foreign capital 

There is but one thing for the south 
to do and that is to spin her 
own cotton. The sale of the crop 
brings in a smaller and smaller amount 
ofe money each year. If the 
people of the south were to engage in 
spinning the crop, as they will have to 
do if they are to reap all the benefits 
that the lavish hand of nature has con- 
ferred upon them, they would not only 
pocket the price of the raw material 
but the price of the manufactured pro- 
duct. y 

Experiment has shown that there is 
nothing to prevent this. Wherever a 
in the 
south, whether on a large or a small 
scale, it has paid dividends from the 
jump. Well managed or ill managed it 
makes no difference. So long as the 
mill is established in the south it pays 
large dividends. This is so true that the 
southern mills now in operation have 
succeeded in running out of the market 
the goods of the New England mills that 
have made an effort to compete with 
them. For awhile the New England 
mill owners were of the opinion that 
freight rates were against them. Think- 
ing thus, they made a successful raid 
on the railways leading from New Eng- 
land to the west. They made the raid 
and secured lower freights, but when all 
was said and done they found that they 
would have to surrender their once prof- 
itable markets to southern-made goods. 

As a result, some of the New England 
mill men engaged in the manufacture of 
the coarser grades of goods have re- 
moved their old plants to the south or 
built new ones. We do not suppose that 
this development of the south can be 


materially hestened by newspaper arti-— 


cles, but we can at least call public at- 
tention to a branch of industry that is 
just beginning to pay large profits in 
the south. 

So far as the manufacture of fine 
goods is concerned, that will follow 
fast enough in the manufacture of the 
coarser grades of goods. Already some 
mills in this section are manufacturing 
fine goods and are paying more than sat- 
isfactory dividends. In the course of 
time other mills will engage in the bus- 
iness and before many years we shall 
find that the entire cotton crop of the 
south will be spun and wove within 
sight of the plantations where it is 
grown. 

That is the outlook now and the pur- 
pose of the articles we have written on 
this subject is merely to convince the 
readers that the time has arrived for 
the people of the south to take advant- 
age of the opportunity that is offered 
to them if they want to get in on the 
ground floor. 

After awhile outside capital will be- 
gin to pour in. : 
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Another Monster. 

This country has furnished so many 
remarkable criminals that it is a relief 
to find Europe coming to the front with 
a similar exhibit. 

The latest monster is claimed by Ger- 
many. He is named Springstein, a 
blacksmith residing at Prenzlau. With- 
in the past few months he has poisoned 
his wife, mother and brother-in-law, the 
latter's son, a governess, one of his ap- 
prentices and a neighbor’s daughter. He 
is also accused of drowning his own 
father. His other victims were poisoned 
by the administration of strychnine. 

The case will rank with the most cel- 
ebrated trials in the criminal annals of 
Germany. Springstein’s motive for the 
commission of these murders is not 
known and the general opinion seems to 
be that he is simply one of those excep- 
tional monsters who appear from time 
to time in the world’s history. 

It is safe to say that he will not be 
acquitted on the ground of insanity nor 
will he receive any misplaced sympathy. 
The Germans never make pets of their 
big criminals and they turn them over 
to the executioner without any unneces- 
sary delay. 
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A Donkey in a Magazine. 

Mr. John Gilmer Speed fills several 
pages in The Forum with a vicious 4t- 
tack upon the country people of the 
United States, whom he calls American 
peasants, and pronounces “as illiterate 
and unlearned as any class in any state 
in the civilized world.” He says that 
reading and writing have not taught 
them to understand what they read and 
he asserts that they have never learned 
to think. ‘ 

Mr. Speed thinks that our country peo- 
ple are less intelligent than they were 
two generations ago, but his opinion ‘fs 
not sustained by. anything in the shape 


of proof. As The New York World very 


sensibly says in reply, we had two gen- 
erations ago no telegraphs, very few 
railways, books and newspapers were 
scarce, magazines were almost un- 
known, postoffices were far apart and 
country residents lived an isolated life. 
Now they are in touch with the world. 
They take local papers, city weeklies, 
agricultural and religious journals and 
literary and fashion monthlies. Very 
few families do not take at lea&t one 
newspaper. Last year in this country 
and Canada there were issued millions 
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monthlies. These publications circulate | 


almost exclusively among the country 
people. 

It is also a well-knéwn fact that rearly 
all of our bright and successful city 
men came from their fathers’ farms. 
They are country bred with few excep- 
tions. Few people in the cities 1° * 
time for reading and reflection. If we 
were called upon. to point out the m4- 
jority of our readers and thinkers we 
should go to the country and the small 
towns. 

Mr. Speed will have to try again. At 
present he has left the public under the 
impression that a donkey has broken 
into the field of magazine literature. 


Free Cuba.

The death of Eugene Field removes the 
most genial joker that ever delighted and 
entertained the American public. He 
never “wrote a joke that left a sting be- 
hind it, but it must be admitted that 
some of his capers kept his victims busy 
getting matters straight. About a dozen 
years ago Field wrote a paragraph stating 
that Joel Chandler Harris was born in 
the town of Joel in Africa. This had a 
great run. It got into the religious pa- 
pers, and thousands of people are doubt- 
less still under the impression that Mr. 
Harris was accidentally born in Africa. 
The humorist followed up this masterpiece 
about two years later with the statement 
that Mr. Harris’s literary work and in- 
vestments had brought him a fortune of 
$7,000,000, This was not so generally ac- 
cepted. The figures were rather stag- 
gering. A few months before his death 
Mr. Field credited Mr. Harris with the 
invention of a typesetting machine, which 
could be purchased for $45 and which 
would do all the work of a country news- 
paper office. He occasionally threw out 
intimations to the effect that nothing de- 
lighted “‘Uncle Remus’’ more than to fur- 
nish his autograph in response to every 
request. With these and other items of 
alleged biography and news he greatly in- 
creased Mr. Harris’s correspondence, but 
he never disturbed his equanimity. Of 
course, Field was careful in his tours of 
exaggeration never to wound anybody’s 
feelings, or injure them in any way. But 
he had the spirit of a practical joker, 
and it had to come out in some way.

What the Staff Correspondent of a’ 


Great Newspaper Says of It. 
From The Springfield (Mass.) Republican, | 
Is it equal to the world’s fair? Some 
people come here apparently in the expec- 
tation that it is or may be. They are the 
cnly disappointed ones, and they deserve 
to be disappointed. Of course it is not 
equal, and it will be many a duy before 
America will see the equal of that per- 
formance. Atlanta is a city much loss than 
twice the size of Springfield. There are in 
the whole state of Georgia few more peo- 
ple than in the single city of Chicago, and 
consider the nature of that population as qa 
paying quantity for sch an enterprise— 
nearly one-half blacks who could not get 
ten miles from home if they wnted to, 
and the large number of poor whites in 
the same positi.n, thousands of whom 
will hardly hear of the fair and not know, 
what it means when they do bear of it, 
Draw a circle around Atlanta with a 40- 
mile radius and consider that country and 
population as a paying quantity--a country 
sparsely settled and less than thirty years 

ago in a state of utter impoverishment. 

Come now upon the exposition grounds 
and see what no cautious and calculating 
yankee could expect to see—an exhibition 
capable of entertaining without crowding 
and with profit and advantage to all 100,- 
000 people each day. Here is to be found 
the truly wondrous side of the perform- 
ance, and looked at as an exhibition of 
daring and energy it is the most remarka< 
ble of all and impressive in every line and 
feature. 

Piedmont park, for ground beautified by 
no river or lake, is finely adapted to the 
purpose of an exposition. The land lends 
itself naturally to the work of arranging 
the exhibition on amphitheatrical lines. On 
three sides about a lagoon nearly a mile 
in length and a broad plaza rise the ter- 
races on which are placed the main build« 
ings. From these points.an outlook over 
the whole park is commanded. It wag 
the intention to have all the cther build- 
ings visible from each one, but this pur- 
pose has had to be somewhat modified. 
Still from the front of most of the struct- 
ures can be seen the whole profuse dis~ 
play of building and landscape. Broad 
stairways lead up from to terrace to ter- 
race and building to building, with col- 
umns rising from the ends of the top 
and bottom steps, supporting allegorical 
figures. Here on three sides of the ani- 
phithecter rise the main buildings with 
rearly 500,000 square feet of space all filled 
with exhibits, or altogether about 156,000 
squere feet more than the immense man- 
ufactures building afforded at the Phila~ 
delphia centennial; while on the remaining 
side are the Midway heights, where the 
fakish performances of the Chicago Mid- 
Way are in a large measure represented 
and carried on. And round about are 
placed a large number of state and small 
buildings devoted to special exhibits. 

All this makes an impressive display. It 
lacks the animation which larger crowds 
and the brilliant architectural profusion, 
lighted up in white against the glistening 
blue of the lake under a summer sun, 
gave to the scene at Chicago. The gray 
and green of the buildings and the quiet 
autumn weather produce a sober effect on 
bright days and a positively somber effect 
on cloudy days, when the banners droop 
over the buildings and the crowds move 
listlegsly, but it is more restful than de- 
pressing. One is thus easily diverted from 
the path of hunting up new sensations 
and turns to the more serious business of 
learhing of men and things which is the 
main purpose of all such shows. -At 
night, however, the thousands of electric 
lamps along the top lines of the buildings 
light up into a most brilliant and animated 
scene the immense amphitheater. 

Such in a general way, is the exhibition 
which this little city of less than 80,000 
inhabitants, at a cost of nearly $2,000,000, 
has provided. It is, of course far ahead of 
the New Orleans cotton exposition of 1889 
or anything else of the kind ever seen 


it is to be properly classed with the Cene 
tennial and Columbian expositions. As an 
exemplification of the spirit and resources 
of the new south it is of particular inter- 
est to the whole nation, and will richly 
repay the generous patronage which the 
north seems disposed to give it. 


From Frank V. Bennett.

HOW THE DEFENDANT APPEARS 


The Scene in the Courtroom Was Most 


Dramatic.

The Ordeal Was a Terrible One to Pa- 
rent and Child—The Defense Is 
Not Known. 


Very unlike a murderer did Lewis P. 
Hanvey look yesterday morning as he sat 
in the criminal superior courtroom while 
his attorneys and the representatives of 
the state were selecting or rejecting jurors. 

Dr. Hanvey is a man of medium height 
and of average weight. His tair looks 
shocky and towsled despite evident efforts 
to give it a neat appearance. There are 
wrinkles about his eyes, which are large 
and blue and very nervous in their move- 
ments, The heavy sandy mustache furnishes 
a pair of restless hands something to do. 
The nose develops the character of the man 
in the direction of the cruel. There was a 
strained attempt at neatness apparent 
about his attire yesterday morning, but 
his very clothes indicate that he is a man 
of dissipated habits and nervousness. 

During the session of court, which lasted 
from shortly after 10 o’clock until 1:30 in 
the afternoon, Hanvey was very quiet. If 
there is to be an effort made to show that 
he is at present insane there has been a 
bad beginning made. Though his attorneys 
refused to give any intimation of their in- 
tentions, it is very likely that there will 
be an effort made to prove that he was 
suffering from emotional insanity at the 
time of the killing. In fact, it is hinted 
that the defense will spring a sensation. 

The picture in the courtroom yesterday 
morning was a pathetic one. Surrounded 
by his attorneys and with his father near 
him sat Hanvey on trial for the murder 
of one who had been for many vears a 
loving wife. Just to his right—hardly two 
steps away, but with her back turned upon 
him—sat Hanvey’s daughter—his daughter 
and the daughter of the dead wife. What- 
ever dissipation Hanvey may have been 
Ahrough, whatever may have been his life 
and his errors, none of these have wrought 
upon him sufficiently to obliterate: the 
father feeling. Do what he might,.:and 
oftentimes the méntal struggle could clearly 
bé seen upon his face, he could not help but 
look toward the daughter. It is not for any 
one to interpret what must have been the 
torturing thoughts that were his. Not only 
with back turned upon him, but arrayed 
upon the side of the dead mother, driving 
the father toward the gallows, sat the 
daughter. 

And there is no one to say, save the 
young woman herself, what mental agonies 
have been hers. Present at the killing of 
one parent by another and brought into 
court to aid, by her testimony, the prosecu- 
tion of her father, few have had to undergo 
the misfortune that has been placed upon 
her. The name of this daughter is Miss 
Ethel Hanvey. She was dressed in black— 
mourning for the murdered mother—and sat 
by her relative, Mr. Tom Reid, of Athens, 
Ga., whom she resembles in a marked de- 
gree She is a beautiful girl, brown-eyed 
and fair-skinned, but there is a deep sad- 
ness in the eyes—a sadness emphasized by 
the somber dress and the tragic surround- 
ings. With Miss Hanvey was Mrs. W. D. 
Mitchell, the mother of Mrs. Hanvey. Near 
them was Colonel W. B. Burnett, of Lump- 
kin, & Burnett, who is assisting Solicitor 
Hill in the trial. Near the solicitor sat 
Mr. John Monaghan, his assistant, who as- 
sists in the preparation of all cases. 

Hanvey’s attorneys are Messrs. Austin & 
Park, the well Known young attorneys, and 
Mr. W. H. Dean. 

Dodging the Indictment. 

It was after 10 o’clock when Judge Lump- 
kin sent down the list of forty-eight names 
from which the Hanvey jury was to be se- 
lected. 

Hanvey was brought into court. Mr. Aus- 
tin waived formal arraignment. Mr. Austin 
also plead not guilty for Hanvey and then 
moved to dismiss the indictment on the 
grounds that it was not on the minutes. 
He said that there was really no indictment 
in existence and that Hanvey could not be 
brought to trial as matters now stood. His 
motion was overruled by Judge Clark and 
the case went to trial Hanvey was pale 
but composed. 

The selection of the jury was then be- 
gun and when court adjourned at 1:30 
o’clock the following named jurors had 
been selected: 

Thomas H. King, railroad man: E. B. 
Cohen, merchant; A. Jacobs, clothier; W. 
T. Fleming, butcher; Richard Boettcher, 
railroad man; P. E. Hallman, farmer, and 
L. P. Sewell, of Bryant’s district. 

This exhausted the panel of forty-eight. 
Judge Clark stated that the work had been 
very slow and that never in the time that 
he has been judge had it ever required 
more hours tham from 10:30 to 1 o’clock to 
get rid of the forty-eight. 

Court was adjourned until 9 o’clock this 
morning. Yesterday afternoon Judge Clark 
drew a number of talesmen in order that 
the other five jurors can be secured. He 
had the four bailiffs sworn not to speak to 
the jurors or to give them newspapers or 
anything save their food. 


THE POLICE DIDN’T COMPETE. 


Chief Connolly Makes a Statement 
Concerning His Department. 
Chief of Police Connolly says that the 
impression which seems to have gone out 
that the police competed with other city 
departments in selling Atlanta day tickets 
for the exposition is érroneous. He says 
that the members of his force did not com- 
pete with any other department for the rea- 
son that the police have been too busy to 

take an unusual interest in the sale. 

“The police did not compete in selling 
tickets for Atlanta day,’’ said the chief last 
night. “My men had their hands full at- 
tending to the crowds lately and they had 
no time to sell tickets.

The Myers Grand Jury Was in Session

| of the city court as if he had been a judge 


all his life.

court work was begun. 

The first case called was that of Henry 
Falvey, who pleaded guilty to gaming. He 
was fined $50 and costs. The next case was 
that of Charles Blackburn, who stole a 
dress. Blackburn was charged with larce- 
ny from the house, He was fined $60 or six 
months in the county chaingang,. 

One or two of the prisoners have fre- 
quented the court, and they were very 
much surprised at seeing a new judge. In 
fact, they were not brought to fully cealize 
it until he announced the penalty that he 
put upon them for their indiscretions, The 
work of the court moved without a hitch 
and Judge Berry did not adjourn until 
nearly 5 o'clock, 

Among the other cases disposed of yester- 
day were the following: 

Henry Kirby, larceny from the house, was 
fined $25 with the choice of three months, 
for stealing a couple of bed quilts; John 
Whitlock and Milton Payne, charged with 
larceny from the house, were,found not 
guilty; William Fleece, who stole a lady’s 
hat, plead guilty to larceny from ihe 
house and was given $00 fine and costs, or 
six months in jail; David Mitchell, carrying 
concealed weapons, $0 and Costs, or six 
months; H. Blake, larceny from the house, 
$25 and costs; H. R. Clausen, found not 
guilty of larceny from the house; Thomas 
Redmond, gaming, $50 and costs, and J. B. 
Marshall, gaming, sentence suspended. 

The gaming cases all received lighter 
fines than Judge Westmoreland gave, In 
fact, Judge Berry was conservative in all 
the cases before him.

He was 
ned $100, with the alternative of twelve 
months in the chaingang. 

The Grand Jury at Work. 

The grand jury was in session yesterday 
and had before it several witnesses to tes- 
tify regarding the Myers escape. Jailer 
Pollok was recalled and was closely ques- 
tioned regarding a conspiracy. A prisoner 
who exchanged clothes with Myers, was 
brought before the grand jury, John Lace- 
well, who shot Patrolman Barrett, was 
brought to testify. They were closely 
questioned as to where Myers got the pistol. 

The grand jury adjourned to meet on 
Wednesday. It is understood that the re- 
port will be made at that time and that 
the county commission, which meets at 
the same time, will be informed what ac- 
tion has been taken,

George Brown Will Not Make the Race 
~ Against Judge Gober. 


HE RETIRES TO PRIVATE LIFE 


(And In Doing So Says a Pleasant Word 
for Two Friends. 


APPOINTMENTS MAY COME TODAY 


The Gossip About the Capitol Is That 
Some May Be Looked For—There 
Will Be No Atlanta Ones. 


Hon. George R. Brown, solicitor generai 
of the Blue Ridge circuit, was at the cap- 
{tol yesterday shaking hands with his 
friends in the general assembly. 

Mr. Brown stated that the reports con- 
cerning his candidacy for the judgeship of 
the Blue Ridge circuit were unauthorized; 
that he had never had any serious ‘inten- 
tion of making the race in the event Judge 
Gober desired re-election, and as Judge 
Gober had decided to run again, he would 
not be a candidate. 

“Judge Gober has been my life-long 
friend,” said he. ‘‘He has made an excel- 
lent judge—one of the ablest in the state, 
he has given entire satisfaction to the peo- 
ple, and I would not antagonize him, on 
account of our personal relations, under 
any circumstances. The people of my cir- 
cuit have honored me by electing me 
twice to the office of solicitor general with- 
out opposition, and I feel deeply grateful 
for it. I shall retire to private life of my 
own motion, shall euter actively upon the 
practice of the law and shall use what 
little influence I have for the election of 
my friend, Thomas Hutcherson, as my 
guccessor.’’ 

Mr. Brown is cne of the most popular 
young men in public life in Georgia and is 
exceedingly .popular all over the state. 
While he announces his withdrawal from 
politics it is a pretty safe guess that it 
will not be fer long, for George Brown 
is one of the fellows whose friends are not 
going to let him stay out of it. There 
have been rumors of his possible intention 
of running for congress against Carter 
Tate, but he denies any such intention. 

This, in all probability, means that Judge 
Gober will have no opposition. 

Appointment Expected Today. 

This moriing Governor Atkinson will 
send to the senate a batch of appoint- 
ments in which it is believed there will 
be some of more than local interest. 

It seems to be the general sentiment 
about the capitol that the name of the new 
railroad commissioner will be sent to the 
genate and that the governor may reach 
a decision in the Atlanta city court mat- 
ter. He has said, however, that he would 
not send in the appointment of either 
judge or golicitor of the city court until 
he sent in both, and it is understood that 
the papers of the applicants for solicitors 
are not all in his hands.

He Serves Notice of a Contest for the 
Seat In Congress. 


SYNOPSIS OF THE DOCUMENT 


He Charges All’ Manner of Fraud in 
the Recent Election in the Tenth 
Congressional District. 


——ee 


Notice of the much talked of contest in 
the Black-Watson campaign in the tenth 
congressional district of Georgia was served 
yesterday. 

In the notice of contest Mr. Watson gays 
to Major Black that he will demand the 
seat in congress as representative from the 
tenth district on'the claim that he and 
not Major Black is the duly elected candi- 
date. 

In support of this claim he proceeds to 
outline the nature of his contest, which in 
substance is as follows: 

1. That the conduct of the registrars act- 
ing under the new laws of Georgia was full 
of fault, “oppressive, illegal and fraudu- 
lent.”’ For instance, in Columbia county 
the registrars would not allaw any appli- 
cant to register unless he could prove that 
he had paid all back taxes, some being una- 
ble to give such evidence on the tax books, 
though they were not on the _ defaulters’ 
books. In such cases it was held by the 
registrars, so Mr. Watson claims, that a 
negro’s oath that he had paid all taxes was 
not regarded as sufficient testimony, since 


‘he had been under the direction of a land- | 


lord all the while and was not supposed to 
know whether his taxes had been paid or 


not. 

2. The same rule was adopted in Lincoln, 
Hancock and other countfes and many 
voters claimed by Mr. Watson as populists 
were turned away from the registration 


books. 

3. Such acts as were thus done under the 
late Georgia registration law, Mr. Watson 
claims, are not in accordance with the con- 
stitution of the United States. 

4. In the county of Richmond, it is claim- 
ed by Mr. Watson, 1,200 negro boys were 
allowed to be registered for voting on the 
claim that they had just come of age. He 
holds that this number is slightly too great 
to count as having come of age since the 
last election in that county. 

5. It is claimed that 500 fictitious names 
were registered in the city of Augusta. 

6. “I charge,’”’ says Mr. Watson to Major 
Black, ‘‘that the whole scheme and purpose 
in Richmond county was to make a regis- 
tration list of such character and capacity 
as to accommodate all the exigencies of the 
situation and to enable your supporters to 
poll such a vote for you as would overcome 
any possible vote I could legally receive in 
the other counties of the said district. The 
board of registrars devoted itself assidu- 
ously to hunting disqualifications of my 
supporters and enforcing the registration 
law strictly against them.”’ 

7. Mr. Watson claims that in Richmond 
county 2,000 votes cast for him were 
not counted for him, but votes were sub- 
stituted for Black. 

8. Mr. Watson charges intimidation at the 
polls by those whom he terms Major Black's 
partisans, 

9. He charges that 2,000 voters were regis- 
tered and paid to vote for Black and were 
taken from poll to poll and voted again 
and again and paid again and again. 

10. He claims that the vote of the five 
wards of the city of Augusta should be 
thrown out on account of such frauds, and 
this is the basis by which he hopes to show 
that he is the duly elected candidate. He 
Says by leaving out the vote of the five 
wards in Augusta and straightening out 
the other wrongs he will be proved the 
winner. 

“Such in brief are the claims set up by Mr. 
Watson in this notice to Major Black. 

The document is quite lengthy and covers 
twenty pages of foolscap paper closely type 
written. It was drawn and served upon 
Major Black by the law firm of Glenn & 
Rountree yesterday.

Coupons are being is- 
sued at the modest price of 3 pence for 
a ballot, and the drawers of the winnifig 
numbers are to have the option of pur- 
chasing certain articles “at their own 
price.”

How the Lines Are Helping the Fair.

In this way every employe of the Central 
of Georgia will succeed in making the 
trip to Atlanta and will bring his family 
with him. 

It is known tbat all the railroad em- 
ployes of the south would like to visit At- 
lanta were it not for the hindrance of 
being in a business which makes them 
mere servants of the public. It is said to 
be more difficult for a railroad man to 
leave his work than for any other busi- 
ness man Known to the circle of workers 
in modern times, by reason of the fact 
that the railroad business is a clock-work 
business. 

In putting it within reach of every at- 
tache of the Central of Georgia to come 
to Atlanta to see the great exposition Mr. 
Comer has done an act of kindness to sev- 
eral thousand men, women and children. 
The employes of the Central will have 
five days to spend here. They will come 
and see all the sights of the big fair and 
will be better men and better laborers 
when they go back, for the exposition is 
an education, ' 

It will be remembered that Mr. W. H. 
Baldwin, second vice president of the 
Southern, was the first to start such a 
movement. He offered a similar induce- 
ment and opportunity to the employes of 
the Southern railway several weeks ago 
and nearly all of the men have taken 
advantage of this opportunity and have 
visited the exposition.

( Valuable Franchise Was Asked for 


by a New Company. 


EXTENSION OF HOURS DID NOT COME UP 


fourth Ward Citizens Sent in a Pro- 
test Against the Discrimination 
of the Consolidated Railway. 


An interesting session of the city coun- 
pil was held yesterday afternoon. 

The charges for transportation made by 
the Atlanta Consolidated road to the ex- 

ition came in for their share of dis- 
cussion and the number of members which 
ghould constitute the board of police com- 
missioners and how and when they would 
be elected claimed the attention of the 
pouncilmen. 

All agreed that there should be an odd 
pumber in the board and expressed them- 
pelves as being disgusted with the frequent 
Weadlocks, but no satisfactory solution of 
Bhe question was reached. 

The Jennie Inman orphanage was donat- 
pd a jot in Oakland cemetery, and a lot 
was given the Georgia Baptist Orphans’ 
home. The new bridge that is to be erect- 
ed over Jones avenue track will be con- 
structed. The bridge committee was 
authorized to advertise for bids and go 
phead with its arrangements. The regular 
reports were read and adopted and after 
ronsidering several minor matters the ses- 
pion adjourned until the next regular meet- 
Ing. 

The matter of charges made by the Con- 
polidated was called to the attention of 
the council by Councilman Campbell, of 
the fourth. He said that he~had no fight 
pspecially to make against the Consolidat- 
ed, but that he felt that his side of town 
was being discriminated against, and he 
fid not think it was nght.~-Passengers are 
hauled over Peachtree street for a nickel 
while the same passengers would be 
rharged ten cents if they were to reach 
the exposition over any other of the four 
lines. The people of the fourth ward had 
placed the matter in his hands, and he 
wanted the council to take some actioh. 
Yhe citizens of his ward had gone to con- 
siderable expense in fitting up their houses 
for the accommodation of exposition visit- 
ors, and were not in a position to receive 
their patronage on account of the unjust 
discrimination made by the Consolidated. 
The matter was referred to the committee 
on electric railways and a joint meeting 
will be held, when Mr. Hurt will be asked 
to be present. The report will be made at 
the next meeting of the council.

“The bridge will be erected for $15,000, I 
think,” said he, “and the Soufherr and 
Western and Atlantic will pay two-thirds 
of the cost. I have seen President Joel 
Hurt, of the Atlanta Consolidated road, and 
he refused to pay anything, saying that he 
would take up his tracks before he would 
consent to bear any portion of the cost of 
the new bridge. 

“The Chattahoochee road is in the hands 
of a receiver and I don’t see anything that 
can be done with the street car companies 
unless it is to charge an annual rent for 
the use of the bridge.” 

A resolution was offered by Councilman 
Bell authorizing the committee to adver- 
tise for bids and build the structure, with 
the condition that the cost from the bridge 
fund should not exceed $5,500.

Broad Street Bridge Claims. 

Quite a lengthy discussion was caused “by 
@ resolution to the effect that H. F. Emory, 
J. Tye, J. J. Barnes and A. Fugazi be paid 
$100 each for damages and inconveniences 
caused by the blocking of Broad street 
when the new bridge was being erected. 

“I would like to know,” said Councilman 
“if we would not be establishing a 
precedent if we were to pay these firms this 
amount. I don’t’ think it should be done, 
and am opposed to the establishment of 
such a precedent. I have never heard of 
this being done before.” 

“T am under the impression,” said Coun- 
cilman Mayson, “that the merchants who 
were t2nants of the property on Forsyth 
street were liberally paid by the city when 
that bridge was being constructed. I have 
been told that their rents were paid by the 
city.”’ 

“IT have never heard of the rents being 
paid by the city,” said Alderman Howell, 
“and I am opposed to the payment of this 
$100 to the Broad street.men. Why, the 
new bridge is a great benefit to them and 
I would like to have the opinion of the 
city attorney on the question whether the 
city is Hable for the amount or not.’’ 

Attorney Anderson said that he did not 
think that the city was legally liable and 
that the statement that the Forsyth street 
merchants had been paid by the city was 
incorrect. 

“They were not paid a single dollar that 
I have ever heard of,” said the attorney. 
“Yes, I believe Mr. Hickey was paid some- 
thing, but !t was on account of the water 
that was allowed to flow into his cellar. 
He was paid for the damage that was done 
his goods on this account, but not for the 
delay or inconvenience resulting from the 
building of the bridge.” 

“Well, probably I am mistaken,” replied 
Councilman Mayson, “but I have been told 
that the city paid the rents of these mer- 
chants.” 

Councijnman Day wanted the resolution to 
pay the Claims arising from the erection of 
the Broad street bridge to be referred back. 

“IT see no reason why we should refer the 
resolution back,”’ said Alderman Howell. 

“I think the delay occasioned by the 
blocking of the streets was a hardship to 
these men and I would like to see the 
amount paid. For seven weeks they were 
almost shut out and had to carry their 
goods almost a block because they could not 
get their drays to their places of business.”’ 

“That may be all true about the delay,’’ 
said Alderman Howell, ‘but if we pay these 
four firms every man on the street will 
overwhelm us with applications for claims. 
It is a bad precedent to establish and I am 
Positively against it. If they have been 
damaged they can file suits and then the 
matter will be decided.” 

The report of the Tesolution was disagreed 
to and lost. 


No More Poles on the Streets. 


Mr. Eggleston, of Connecticut, asked for 
a franchise for a system consisting of a 
call box which is similar to the telegraph 
call boxes and is to be placed in the busi- 
ness offices and residences free of cost to 
the owners, but a charge of 30 cents per 
hour will be made for the messenger. boys 
who answer the call. The poles and con- 
duits of the telephone company will be 
used and the new company asked for the 
rights and privileges accorded the Bell sys- 
tem. 

Councilman Welch, of the second, brought 
the matter up. 

Mr. Inman and Mr. Howell spoke on the 
subject and they thought the city could 
not afford to be in a hurry and that the 
committee should carefully consider the 
details and have a report before any. defi- 
nite action was taken. 

Alderman Harralson called for the ques- 
tion and favored the granting of the fran- 
chise with the amendment made. by Mr. 
Inman. The resolution, as amended, was 
then adopted. 

A resolution was adopted authorizing City 
Attorney Anderson to receipt for the taxes 
of the Western and Atlantic railroad, 
amounting to about $10,000. 

Councilman Miller introduced a resolution 
requesting the police to clear Wall and ad- 
joining streets for the coming of the First 
Tllincis regiment from Chicago. 

“The regiment will eat their meals in 
the street,’’ said Mr. Miller. 

“Will they do their cooking 
queried Councilman Campbell. 

‘‘No,’’ replied the councilman who in- 
troduced the resolution, and a general 
laugh was indulged in. 


Those Street Car Fares. 

Councilman Campbell handed the clerk a 
long document protesting against the 
10-cent fares charged by the Consolidated. 

The resolution, which was read, was 
from the citizens of the fourth ward. 
They protest at what they term an un- 
just discrimination‘in the matter of street 
car fares to the exposition. The 5-cent 
fares over the Peachtree lines gave rise 
to the petition. | 

“T have introduced this resolution,” said 
Councilman Campbell, “in the interest of 
the citizens of my ward. The discrimi- 
nation, I do not believe, is intentional, but 
it has created a great deal of dissatisfac- 
tion. The people of the fourth ward are 
compelled to pay 10 cents to the exposition, 
while the residents of Peachtree and other 
portions of the city are carried for just 
one-half. Now the pe ple of the fourth 
have gone to considerable expense in pre- 
paring to accommodate exposition guests 
and the street car people have cut them 
off from the visitors. They have been 
kind of frozen out.”’ 

“T see that the Grant park lines unload 
their passengers at the corner of Alabama 
street and they are compelled to walk to 
the cross-town cars,” said Alderman Coi- 
vin. “This will give the city a black 
eye.” ' 

The resolution offered by Councilman 
Campbell was referred to the committee 
on electric railways and a’joint conference 
will be held between the committee and 
President Joel Hurt, of the Consolidated. 


For the Boys’ High School Building. 

Alderman Tolbert offered a resolution 
that the walls of the building of the Boys’ 
High school building be protected from 
the weather. 

“These walls are standing unprotected 
and will be ruined,” he said, “and I want 
to see them protected in some way. I 
move that they be covered so that they 
will not be exposed to the weather this 
winter.”’ 

The resolution was adopted. 

On motion of Council WejJch, of the 
second, the right-of-way to the old water- 
works property was granted provided the 
extension of Pryor street did not exceed 
fifty feet.

The 
following was the Vote: Yeas—Harralson, 
Howell, Colvin, Hirsch, Camp, Sims, Inman 
and Nelms, Nays—Mayson, Welch of the 
second, Day, Dodge, Bell, Campbell, Mille 
and Welch of the fifth. ‘ 

In support of his resolution Mr. Camp- 
bell said: 

“I de not believe a board in the city gov- 
ernment composed of an even number of 
men is desirable. The deadlock which has 
occurred in the board of police commission- 
ers this year has not condoned to the best 
interests of the city. It seems to me that 
the council should take some step in this 
matter and make the number an uneven 
one. It is immaterial with me whether the 
number is increased or diminished, for I 
will vote for either plan. It can be five or 
seven, just so there is an odd number on 
the board,”’ 

As soon as the resolution was tabled Mr. 
Campbell stated that he would write anoth- 
er resolution about the same in substance, 
providing for the election of the board by 
the new council. 

Councilman Welch, of the fifth, said that 
he wanted to see the possibility of the 
deadlock entirely removed, but he did not 
Want the present council to have anything 
to do with the election Of the board. 

“If we drop one member, that means elth- 
er English or Venable.

The Railway Age Has a Kind Word 
About These Commissioners. 


Speaking of the recent reorganization of 
the traffic associations at the south The 
Railway Age has the following to say: 

“The suceessful reorganization, after 
long and threatening delays, of the South- 
ern Railway and Steamship Association, 
under the new title of the Southern States 
Freight Association, is a very encouraging 
fact. The old association, which was the 
pioneer among railway traffic orgarliza- 
tions, and was in existence for seventeen 
years, has been the means of great bene- 
fit to the transportation interests in the 
south as well as to general business inter- 
ests, by its efforts to prevent fluctuations 
and discriminations in rates, and although 
the stress of competition of late has caused 
some of the roads to overstep their obli- 
gations and resort to acts for which others 
have felt called upon to retalHate, it is 
evidence of the value of the organization 
that the differences have finally been set- 
tled and that practically all the members 
of the old association have joined the new 
one. For the last four years the associa- 
tion has had the benefit of the large ability 
and extended railway otficial experience 
of Mr. E. B. Stahlman as commissioner, 
and in retiring he leaves an admirably 
organized oflice system—perhaps the best 
organization of a traftic and rate regulat- 
ing character. His successor, Mr. H. 
Haines, is an exceptionally strong man, a 
practical executive and traffic manager, 
and adapted by nature and experience to 
promote harmony and insure efficiency 
in the association.
